SUBJECT: PODGORNY VISIT: TEXT OF GPRM-USSR TREATY OF COOPERATION 
AND FRIENDSHIP 

1 . FOLLOWING IS EMBASSY'S TRANSLATION OF FULL TEXT OF MOZAMB IQUE- 
RUSSIAN TREATY OF FRIENDSHIP AND COOPERATION. TREATY WAS PUB- 
LISHED IN NOTICIAS APRIL 3. 

2. QUOTE: 

THE PEOPLE'S REPUBLIC OF MOZAMBIQUE AND THE UNION OF SOVIET 
SOCIALIST REPUBLIC: 

CONSIDERING THAT THE RELATIONS OF FRIENDSHIP AND COOPERATION 
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ESTABLISHED BETWEEN THE MOZAMBICAN PEOPLE AND THE SOVIET PEOPLE 
DURING THE HARD YEARS OF THE MOZAMBIQUE PEOPLE'S WAR OF LIBERATION 
AND REINFORCED AFTER THE ESTABLISHMENT OF THE PEOPLE’S REPUBLIC OF 
MOZAMBIQUE CORRESPOND TO THE VITAL INTERESTS OF BOTH PARTIES 
AND SERVE THE CAUSE OF WORLD PEACE; 

HAVING DECIDED TO HELP ONE ANOTHER TO CREATE MORE FAVORABLE 
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CONDITIONS FOR THE STRENGTHENING OF THE REVOLUTIONARY SOCIO- 
ECONOMIC CONQUESTS OF THE TWO PEOPLES; 

INSPIRED BY THE IDEALS OF THE STRUGGLE AGAINST IMPERIALISM, 
COLONIALISM AND RACISM; 

ENGAGED IN SUPPORTING THE STRUGGLE FOR INTERNATIONAL PEACE AND 
SECURITY IN THE INTEREST OF THE PEOPLES OF ALL COUNTRIES; 

REAFFIRMING THEIR FIDELITY TO THE OBJECTIVES AND PRINCIPLES OF 
THE CHARTER OF THE UNITED NATIONS ORGANIZATION; 

WISHING TO REINFORCE THE MUTUALLY ADVANTAGEOUS RELATIONS OF 
FRIENDSHIP AND COOPERATION WHICH EXIST BETWEEN THE TWO STATES AND 
PEOPLES, WHO ARE NATURAL ALLIES; 

DECIDED TO SIGN THE PRESENT TREATY OF FRIENDSHIP AND COOPERA- 
TION IN ACCORDANCE TO THAT WHICH FOLLOWS: 

ARTICLE ONE: THE HIGH CONTRACTING PARTIES DO SOLEMNLY DECLARE 
THEIR DECISION TO CONSOLIDATE AND REINFORCE THE INDESTRUCTIBLE 
FRIENDSHIP BETWEEN BOTH THE COUNTRIES AND THEIR PEOPLES, AND TO 
FOSTER RELATIONS OF COOPERATION IN ALL FIELDS. BASED ONTHE RESPECT 
FOR SOVEREIGNTH, TERRITORIAL INTERGRITY, NON-INTERFERENCE IN DOMES- 
TIC AFFAIRS AND EQUALITY OF RIGHTS, BOTH PARTIES WILL COOPERATE 
BY ALL MEANS TO ESTABLISH THE MOST FAVORABLE CONDITIONS FOR MAIN- 
TAINING AND EXPANDING THE SOCIO-ECONIMIC CONQUESTS OF THE 
PEOPLES OF THE GPRM AND THE USSR. 
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ARTICLE TWO: THE HIGH CONTRACTING PARTIES ATTACH GREAT SIGNIFI- 
CANCE TO THE DIVERSE FORMS OF COOPERATION AND EXCHANGES OF EX- 
PERIENCES BETWEEN THEM IN THE ECONOMIC, TECHNICAL AND SCIENTIFIC 
FIELDS. ACCORDINGLY, THEY WILL ENLARGE AND INTENSIFY COOPERATION 
IN THE FIELDS OF INDUSTRY, TRANSPORTATION AND COMMUNICATION, 
AGRICULTURE, CATTLE RANCHING, FISHERIES, EXPLOITATION OF NATURAL 
RESOURCES, DEVELOPMENT OF POWER, AND OTHER ECONOMIC FIELDS, AS 
WELL AS IN THE TRAINING OF NATIONAL PERSONNEL. 

BOTH PARTIES WILL EXPAND TRADE AND SHIPPING BETWEEN THEM BASED 
ON THE PRINCIPLES OF EQUALITY, MUTUAL ADVANTAGE AND MOST FAVORED 
NATION STATUS. 

ARTICLE THREE: THE HIGH CONTRACTING PARTIES SHALL CONTRIBUTE TO 
THE FOSTERING OF COOPERATION, MUTUAL ASSISTANCE AND EXCHANGE OF 
EXPERIENCES IN THE FIELD OF SCIENCE, CULTURE, ART, LITERATURE, 
DUCATION, HEALTH, NEWS, RADIO, CINEMA, TOURISM, SPORTS AND OTHERS. 

THE PARTIES WILL CONTRIBUTE TO THE EXPANSION OF COOPERATION AND 
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DIRECT CONTACTS BETWEEN THE POLITICAL, SOCIAL AND BUSINESS OR* 

G ANIZATION S , AND THE CULTURAL AND SCIENTIFIC ESTABLISHMENTS, IN 
ORDER TO GAIN A DEEPER INSIGHT INTO THE LIFE, WORK, EXPERIENCES 
AND THE SUCCESSES OF THE PEOPLES OF BOTH COUNTRIES. 

ARTICLE FOUR: IN THE INTREST OF STRENGTHENING THE DEFENSIVE CA- 
PACITY OF THE HIGH CONTRACTING PARTIES, THE DEVELOPMENT AND CO- 
OPERATION IN THE MILITARY SPHERE BASED ON THE PERTINENT AGREE- 
MENTS SIGNED BETWEEN THEM WILL CONTINUE. 

ARTICLE FIVE: THE PEOPLE S REPUBLIC OF MOZAMBIQUE RESPECT THE 
USSR'S POLICY OFPEACE WHICH HAS THE OBJECT OF FORTIFYING FRIEND- 
SHIP AND COPERATION AMONG ALL THE PEOPLES. 

THE USSR RESPECTS THE GPRM’S POLICY OF NON-ALIGNMENT, WHICH 
IS AN IMPORTANT FACTOR IN THE MAINTENANCE OF INTERNATIONAL PEACE 
AND SECURITY. 
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ARTICLE SIX: THE HIGH CONTRACTING PARTIES WILL CONTINUE THEIR 
FIGHT FOR WORLD PEACE AND WILL INTENSIFY THEIR EFFORTS TO REDUCE 
WORLD TENSION. 

THEY ARE FOR THE RALIZATION IN CONCRETE FORMS OF MUTUALLY AD- 
VANTAGEOUS COOPERATION BETWEEN STATES. BOTH THE PARTIES WILL 
EMPLOY ALL THEIR EFFORTS TO ACHIEVE GENERAL AND COMPLETE DISARMA- 
MENT, INCLUDING BRINGING NUCLEAR WEAPONS UNDER EFFECTIVE INTERNA- 
TIONAL CONTROL, SOLVING INTERNATIONAL DISPUTES BY PEACEFUL MEANS, 
AND CONCLUDING A WORLD TREATY FOR THE NON-EMPLOYMENT OF FORCE IN 
INTERNATIONAL RELATIONS. 

ARTICLE SEVEN: THE HIGH CONTRACTING PARTIES WILL CONTINUE TO FIGHT 
AGAINST THE FORCES OF IMPERIALISM TO BRING ABOUT THE COMPLETE LIQUIDA 

TION OF COLONIALISM, NEO-COLONIALISM, RACISM AND "APARTHEID". 

THEY ADVOCATE THE FULL IMPLEMENTATION OF THE UNITED NATIONS DE- 
CLARATION ON THE GRANTING OF INDEPENDENCE TO THE COUNTRIES AND 
THE PEOPLES UNDER COLONIAL RULE. 

BOTH THE PARTIES WILL SUPPORT THE JUST STRUGGLE OF NATIONAL 
AND SOCIAL LIBERATION OF THE PEOPLE AND WILL COOPERATE WITH ALL 
PEACE LOVING STATES IN THIS REGARD. 
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ARTICLE EIGHT: THE HIGH CONTRACTING PARTIES, DESIROUABF ASSURING 
INTERNATIONAL PEACE AND SECURITY, AND ATTACHING GREAT IMPORTANCE 
TO MUTUAL COOPERATION IN THE INTERNATIONAL SPHERE TO ACHIEVE 
THESE OBJECTIVES SHALL MEET REGULARLY FOR AN EXCHANGE OF VIEWS 
IN THE SPIRIT OF MUTUAL UNDERSTANDING ON IMPORTANT WORLD PROBLEMS. 

SUCH CONSULTATIONS AND EXCHANGES OF VIEWS WILL COMPRISE POLI- 
TICAL, ECONOMIC AND CULTURAL PROBLEMS AND OTHER MATTERS PER- 
TINENT TO BILATERAL RELATIONS. 

THE CONSULTATIONS AND EXCHANGES OF VIEWS WILL BE HELD AT 
VARIOUS LEVELS, NAMELY, IN MEETINGS BETWEEN THE REPRESENTATIVES 
OF BOTH THE PARTIES DURING VISITS BY OFFICIAL DELEGATIONS, BY THE 
SPECIAL REPRESENTATIVES AND BY DIPLOMATIC CHANNELS. 
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ARTICLE NINE: IN CASE OF SITUATIONS WHICH SEEM TO THREATEN OR 
DISTURB THE PEACE, THE HIGH CONTRACTING PARTIES WILL ESTABLISH 
IMMEDIATE CONTACTS WITH THE OBJECTIVE OF COORDINATING THEIR PO- 
SITIONS ON ESOLVING THE IMPENDING THREAT AND RE-ESTABLISHING 
PEACE. 
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ARTICLE TEN: EACH OF THE HIGH CONTRACTING PARTIES SOLEMNLY DECLARE 
THAT THEY WILL NOT PARTICIPATE IN MILITARY ALLIANCES OR IN OTHER 
GROUPINGS OF STATES NOR IN ANY ACTIONS OR INITIATIVES AGAINST 
THE OTHER CONTRACTING PARTY. 

ARTICLE ELEVEN: THE HIGH CONTRACTING PARTIES DECLARE THAT THEIR 
OBLIGATIONS VIS-A-VIS EXISTING INTERNATIONAL AGREEMENTS ARE NOT 
IN CONTRADICTION WITH THE ARTICLES OF THE PRESENT TREATY AND THEY 
PROMISE NOT TO CONCLUDE ANY INTERNATIONAL AGREEMENTS INCOMPATIBLE 
WITH THIS ONE. 

ARTICLE TWELVE: THE DIFFERENCES WHICH MAY ARISE BETWEEN THE HIGH 
CONTRACTING PARTIES CONCERNING THE INTERPRETATION OR APPLICA- 
TION OF ANY ARTICLE OF THE PRESENT TREATY WILL BE RESOLVED 
BILATERALLY IN THE SPIRIT OF FRIENDSHIP, UNDERSTANDING AND MUTUAL 
RESPECT. 

ARTICLE THIRTEEN: THE PRESENT TREATY IS VALID FOR A PERIOD OF 
TWENTY YEARS FROM THE DAY OF ITS ENFORCEMENT. 

IF NEITHER OF THE HIGH CONTRACTING PARTIES SHOULD DECLARE 
THEIR DESIRE TO TERMINATE THE VALIDITY OF THE PRESENT TREATY 
ONE YEAR BEFORE ITS EXPIRATION, IT WILL REMAIN VALID FOR 5 ADDI 
TIONAL YEARS. THIS RENEWAL SHALL BE AUTOMATIC FOR EACH OF THE 
SUBSEQUENT 5 YEAR PERODS UNTIL ONE OF THE HIGH CONTRACTING 
PARTIES NOTIFIES THE OTHER PARTY ONE YEAR PRIOR TO THE EXPIRATION 
OF THE 5 YEAR PERIOD ABOUT IS INTENTION TO CANCEL THE TREATY. 

ARTICLE FOURTEEN: THE PRSENT TREATY MUST BE RATIFIED AND IT WILL 
BECOME EFFECTIVE ON THE DAY OF THE EXCHANGE OF LETTERS OF RATI- 
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FICATION IN MOSCOW. 

THE PRESENT TREATY IS DRAWN UP IN TWO VERSIONS, IN PORTUGUESE 
AND RUSSIAN, AND BOTH THE TEXTS WILL BE EQUALLY VALID.
